CYPRUS IN SECURITY COUNCIL - 

CLERIDES SAID HE HAD NOT HAD TIME TO ABSORB SYG'S REPORT AND 
ADEQUATELY PREPARE FOR DEBATE, AND SC, IN INFORMAL CONSULTATIONS, 
FELT IT HAD NO ALTERNATIVE BUT TO AGREE TO HIS REQUEST TO EXTEND 
DEBATE TO JUNE 16. MORE DIFFICULT PROBLEM WAS ELEVENTH HOUR GOC 
DEMAND THAT DEADLINE FOR SYG'S GOOD OFFICES REPORT BE SEPT. 15 
INSTEAD OF DEC 15. SOVIETS ARGUED CYPRIOT CASE AT GREAT LENGTH. 

IDEA OF INTERIM REPORT IN THREE MONTHS, TO BE FOLLOWED BY 
DEFINITIVE REPORT DEC 15, WAS BROACHED BY FRANCE AND CAMEROON, 
SUPPORTED BY AMB BENNETT, AND PARTIES QUICKLY AGREED TO IT.

VISIT OF SOUTH AFRICAN MINISTERS - 

CONVERSATION DURING LUNCHEON WITH THREE SOUTH AFRICAN MINISTERS 
WAS FRANK AND HARD HITTING. MINISTERS WERE MIN OF INFO MULDER, 

MIN OF AGRICULTURE SCHOEMAN AND MIN OF WATER AND FORESTRY BOTHA, 
WHO PLEADED FOR MORE TIME TO PREPARE PEOPLE OF SWA FOR EXERCISE 
OF SELF-DETERMINATION. WESTERN AMBASSADORS (UK, FRANCE, BELGIUM, 

AND AMB BENNETT) BORE HOME ON THEME THAT SAG WAS GOING TO HAVE TO 
CONVINCE WORLD COMMUNITY OF ITS COMMITMENT TO GENUINE SELF- 
DETERMINATION FOR NAMIBIA AND THAT UN WOULD HAVE TO BE INVOLVED IN 
SOME WAY. BOTHA SEEMED TO HAVE PARTICULAR DIFFICULTY UNDERSTAND- 
ING THAT WORLD VIEW OF RACE RELATIONS AND TIME PHASING IN NAMIBIA 
IS DIFFERENT FROM THAT OF PRETORIA AND CAPETOWN. FRENCH AMB DE 
GUIRINGAUD WAS OUTSPOKEN IN WARNING SOUTH AFRICANS THAT LAST 
WEEK'S SC SESSION MAY HAVE BEEN LAST TIME ON WHICH SA COULD COUNT 
ON WESTERN VETOES TO SAVE HER POSITION. (CONFIDENTIAL - OURTEL 
2033) 

ARGENTINE INTEREST IN LANDSAT STATION - 
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ARGENTINE AMB COCCA TOLD DELOFFS THERE IS GOOD PROSPECT THAT 
PRESIDENTIAL DECREE IN NEAR FUTURE COULD AUTHORIZE ARGENTINE 
OFFICIALS TO ENTER INTO MEMO OF UNDERSTANDING ON LANDSAT AGREEMENT 
WITH NASA BASICALLY ON TERMS PROPOSED BY NASA. LATER, GEN. 

SAVIGLIANO INDICATED ALL CONCERNED AGENCIES IN ARGENTINA EXCEPT 
MFA HAD ESSENTIALLY SIGNED OFF ON NASA-PROPOSED MEMO OF UNDER- 
STANDING, AND HE WAS GUARDEDLY OPTIMISTIC ARGENTINA MIGHT BE IN 
POSITION TO SIGN IN COMING MONTHS. (LIMITED OFFICIAL USE - 
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OURTEL 2031)

SECURITY COUNCIL - CYPRUS 

BY VOTE OF 14-0-0, WITH CHINA NOT PARTICIPATING, SC JUNE 13 
ADOPTED RES (S/11725) AS ORALLY REVISED WHICH EXTENDED UNFICYP'S 
MANDATE FOR ANOTHER SIX MONTHS UNTIL DEC 15 AND REQUESTED "SYG 
TO CONTINUE MISSION OF GOOD OFFICES ENTRUSTED TO HIM BY PARA 6 
OF RES 367 AND TO KEEP SC INFORMED OF PROGRESS MADE AND TO 
SUBMIT INTERIM REPORT BY SEPT 16, 1975 AND DEFINITIVE REPORT NOT 
LATER THAN DEC 15, 1975." SYG ASSURED SC HE WOULD CONTINUE TO DO 
HIS BEST TO ACHIEVE PROGRESS IN THIS "VERY COMPLEX AND DIFFICULT" 
MISSION, BUT HE DID NOT WISH TO CONCEAL HIS CONCERN ON ABSENCE OF 
PROGRESS ON SUBSTANCE. BASIC DIFFERENCES OF APPROACH PERSISTED, 
AND HE VERY MUCH HOPED THAT ALL CONCERNED WOULD MAKE MAXIMUM 
EFFORT TO FIND AGREED BASIS FOR PROGRESS. STATEMENTS WERE ALSO 
MADE BY ALL SC MEMBERS AND REPS OF GREECE, TURKEY, CYPRUS, AND, 
UNDER RULE 39, CHELIK, WHO SAID HE WAS EXPRESSING VIEWS 
OF TURKISH FEDERATED STATE OF CYPRUS. CLERIDES INDICATED HE 
WOULD SPEAK ON MONDAY, AND SC ADJOURNED AFTER 9:00 PM UNTIL 3:00 
PM JUNE 16. 

CHUANG YEN (CHINA) SAID CHINA'S STAND HAD BEEN CONSISTENT AND 
HIS DEL FAVORED THOSE PORTIONS OF DRAFT RES REAFFIRMING GA RES 
3212 AND SC RESES 365 AND 367. HOWEVER, HE ABSTAINED BECAUSE RES 
MAINLY CONCERNED QUESTION OF UN FORCE. HE WAS PLEASED TO NOTE 
THAT TALKS ON CYPRUS QUESTION HAD ALREADY STARTED AND ACHIEVED 
INITIAL PROGRESS, AND HE HOPED TWO CYPRIOT PARTIES WOULD CON- 
TINUE TO DO AWAY WITH SUPERPOWER MEDDLING, CONDUCT PEACEFUL AND 
PATIENT NEGOTIATIONS, AND STRIVE FOR EARLY AND REASONABLE 
SETTLEMENT. 
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AMB BENNETT PAID TRIBUTE TO UNFICYP AND SYG, HOPED PARTIES WOULD 
MAKE EVERY EFFORT TO ASSIST AND SAFEGUARD MEN OF UNFICYP, WELCOMED 
AGREEMENT TO RESUME TALKS, NOTED PARAMOUNT IMPORTANCE OF 
PARTIES REACHING SETTLEMENT THROUGH FREE NEGOTIATIONS AMONG THEM- 
THEMSELVES, AND JOINED SC AND WORLD COMMUNITY IN EMPHASIZING 
THAT PROGRESS MUST BE MADE TOWARD PERMANENT PEACE ON CYPRUS - AND 
"MUST BE MADE NOW." JAPANESE REP SAITO STATED EXTENSION OF MAN- 
DATE SHOULD NOT BE USED BY ANY OF PARTIES TO DRAG OUT NEGOTIA- 
TIONS INDEFINITELY, AND HE APPEALED TO PARTIES TO GIVE MAXIMUM 
COOPERATION TO SYG'S EFFORTS. 

FRENCH REP DE GUIRINGAUD APPEALED FOR FREEDOM OF MOVEMENT FOR 
TROOPS AND DESCRIBED SHOOTING AT UNFICYPT PERSONNEL AS "INADMIS- 
SIBLE." HE THOUGHT PROGRESS OF TALKS WAS "DARK PICTURE," BUT 
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DECISION TO CONTINUE WAS POSITIVE COMMITMENT. HE HOPED PARTIES 
WOULD BE ABLE TO GO INTO SUBSTANCE AND REACH ACCEPTABLE SETTLE- 
MENT, AND HE APPEALED TO THEM TO CARRY OUT OVERALL NEGOTIATIONS 
IN ACCORDANCE WITH TERMS OF SC RES AND AVOID ANY ACTIONS WHICH 
MIGHT IEOPARDIZE NEGOTIATIONS. 

UK REP REICHARD REFERRED TO UK'S CONTRIBUTIONS TO UNFICYP AND 
OPENING OF AIRPORT. SAID HMG INTENDED TO MAINTAIN CONTINGENT 
FOR COMING MANDATE PERIOD. URGED SYG TO KEEP STRENGTH OF UNFICYP 
UNDER REVIEW IN LIGHT OF SITUATION, WAS DISTRESSED BY INCREASE IN 
NUMBER OF CASES OF SHOOTING AT UNFICYPT TROOPS, AND EXPRESSED 
CONCERN ABOUT CRITICAL FINANCIAL SITUATION. HE NOTED ONLY LIMITED 
PROGRESS ACHIEVED IN TALKS SO FAR, AND SAID TIME WAS NOT ON SIDE 
OF PEOPLE OF CYPRUS. HE DEPLORED INCLINATIONS OF SOME TO 
SUBSTITUTE FOR GENUINE NEGOTIATIONS REITERATION OF PAST GRIEVANCES, 
AND STRESSED THAT TWO SIDES HAVE GRAVE RESPONSIBILITY. UK, HE 
SAID, IS WILLING TO ASSIST IN ANY WAY POSSIBLE. 

ITALIAN REP PLAJA SHARED SYG'S OPINION THAT SITUATION REMAINED 
POTENTIALLY DANGEROUS, WAS FIRMLY CONVINCED RESPONSIBILITY FOR 
SEEKING LASTING SOLUTION LAY WITH PARTIES DIRECTLY CONCERNED, 

SAID GOOD FAITH AND COMPROMISE NEEDED, AND APPEALED TO ALL PARTIES 
TO DO UTMOST TO ACHIEVE PEACEFUL SOLUTION. SWEDISH REP RYDBECK 
REFERRED TO PRECARIOUS SITUATION, MENTIONED NEED FOR FULL FREE- 
DOM OF MOVEMENT FOR UNFICYP AND URGED PARTY CONCERNED "TO CHANGE 
ITS RESTRICTIVE ATTITUDE AND TO CO-OPERATE FULLY WITH UNFICYP." HE 
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ALSO REFERRED TO UNFICYP S FINANCIAL SITUATION, PAID TRIBUTE TO 
SYG, AND SAID THAT AT THIS STAGE SC’S ROLE WAS TO ENCOURAGE 
PARTIES TO COME TO NEGOTIATIONS. MAURITANIAN REP OULD SID AHMED 
URGED PARTIES CONCERNED TO REDOUBLE THEIR EFFORTS TO PROMOTE 
CLIMATE OF CONFIDENCE WHICH WAS NECESSARY FOR SUCCESS OF TALKS. 
CAMEROONIAN REP OYONO URGENTLY APPEALED TO REPS OF TWO CUMMUN- 
ITIES TO WORK "TO FIND WAYS AROUND THEIR HARD STANDS" AND REFRAIN 
FROM MEASURES WHICH MIGHT LEAD TO FAILURE OF SC’S OBJECTIVE.
